'The teacher's 
dont want to 
demonstrate'

On Tuesday, teachers 
employed by the District 
School Board of Niagara 
turned in their lesson plan 
for a spot on the picket line. 

This was due to a one-day 
strike, contesting Bill 115. 

At Garrison Road Public 
School in Fort Erie, teachers 
said they were unable to 
speak to the media but Dave 
Van Helvert, a parent and a 
husband of a teacher said 
there are some serious flaws 
in Bill 115 that allow the 
government too much clout 
on the matter. 

"It doesn't even give the 
teachers a chance to speak 
to their employers and bar¬ 
gain a fair contract," he 
said."There are so many 
clauses in Bill 115 that give 
the government powers 
they shouldn't have," he 
added. 

Van Helvert, who is the 
Canada Customs and 


Immigration union presi¬ 
dent at the Peace Bridge, 
said support is being shown 
for teachers across the entire 
country. 

"We're supporting our 
teachers at the national 
level, not just in our com¬ 
munities." 

He said teachers would 
rather be in the classroom 
teaching their students. 

"The teachers don't want 
to demonstrate, they would 
rather see the union negoti¬ 
ate their contract." 

The union representing 
the teachers, the Elementary 
Teachers’ Federation Of 
Ontario, contends the strikes 
are not about pay, but a pro¬ 
test of a controversial new 
law that gives the govern¬ 
ment too much power to 
stop strikes and impose a 
new collective agreement on 
teachers. 

Premier Dalton McGuinty 
has said the strike is about 
pay and that the province 
can't afford pay hikes for 
teachers.

Samantha Renshaw, one 
of the protest's organizers, 
said it is unfortunate that 
the students are the ones 
who have been thrown in 
the middle of this situa¬ 
tion, a labour dispute 
between Ontario teachers 
and the government. 

She also said if the dis¬ 


pute is drawn out and 
extra-curricular activities 
are not restored, she won¬ 
ders what will happen to 
functions like their prom. 

"We're worried about a 
lot of upcoming events," 
she said. 

"We're against what this 
government is doing and 
that they're not allowing 
any negotiations happen." 

Abigail Webb agreed 
with her friend Samantha, 
saying that students are 
not taking this dispute 
lightly. 

"We really want to get 
our point across," said 
Webb. 

Devon Walpole is one of 
the many students involved 
in the Pomegranate 
Restaurant at FESS, a 
weekly culinary event 
where local residents can 
enjoy fine cuisine pre¬ 
pared by the school's high- 
skills major hospitality 
and tourism program. 

Not having this available 
until an agreement is 
reached, is saddening she 
said. 

"It's affecting the com¬ 
munity, we're not just 
serving to students," said 


Walpole. 

Shannon Jewell says she 
hopes this can be resolved 
as soon as possible and 
students can get back to 
their everyday lives at 
school. 

"We just want this to 
stop," said Jewell. 

Kyle Ashey returned to 
FESS for one more year of 
hockey, but now he is 
wondering if that was such 
a good decision. 

"It's sad, because sports 
are a really big part of high 
school," he said. 

His teammate Steve 
Richer said if they would 
have known this would be 
happening when they 
signed up earlier in the 
year for a $150 registration 
fee, many players would 
have signed up or tried out 
for other teams outside of 
school. 

"A lot of us decided to 
not play in other leagues." 

Meanwhile, on Tuesday 
about 1,600 elementary 
teachers with the District 
School Board of Niagara 
staged their one-day strike 
protesting Bill 115, with 
classes cancelled for all 
elementary students.

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Environmental group's appeal will be heard

The environmental group 
who has filed an appeal over 
the Ontario Municipal Board 
(OMB)'s ruling on the 
Canadian Motor Speedway, 
will have its position further 

Last month, the 
Preservation of Agricultural 
Lands Society (PALS) filed 


an appeal over the OMB's 
verdict that the $400 million 
project could move ahead. 

This week, it was learned 
that a teleconference will be 
held for all involved parties 
on the issue. 

The request made by PALS 
to make further arguments 
has been granted, on the 
grounds that one of the indi¬ 
viduals who spoke during 
the OMB hearing, was not 
considered to be providing 


"expert evidence." 

John Bacher, the member 
of PALS who is leading the 
environmental charge 
against the speedway said 
the OMB would not hear 
testimony from Dr. Hugh 
Gayler on what he referred 
to as "opinion evidence," 
based on his group's posi¬ 
tion on whether or not the 
project involves proper plan¬ 
ning and conforms to pro- 


"These are all matters of 
opinion." 

Due to Gayler's arguments 
not being considered expert 
evidence, Bacher says that is 
the main reason his group 
was not successful after the 
OMB's original decision. 

"That was the key reason 
we didn't succeed," said 
Bacher in a phone inter- 

The teleconference will be 
held sometime in January 


2013, Bacher said. 

CanadianMotorSpeedway 
executive director Azhar 
Mohammad said the propo¬ 
nents' position has always 
been that "the OMB appeal 
by PALS is nothing more 
than a delay tactic to re-ar- 
gue the exact same issues 
that were tabled, reviewed, 
and decided upon during 
the hearing in June."

respect to the PALS appeal 
and is confident that this 
attempt to review the deci¬ 
sion will not overturn the 
OMB's decision. 

"CMS has always respect¬ 
ed the approvals process 
and understands the deci¬ 
sion by the OMB to review 
the PALS request," said 
Mohammad. 

"We remain confident in 
defeating the appeal and 
moving forward with the 
development." 

Four-month 

extension 

granted

Rosehill Auction will be able 
to continue working on final¬ 
izing its site plan, without hav¬ 
ing to sign a $50,000 letter of 
credit. 

This recommendation was 
put forward by Ward 3 Coun. 
Bob Steckley at the Dec. 3 
council-in-committee meet¬ 
ing but was tabled until this 
past Monday. 

On Dec. 3, representatives 
for the local company's 
improvement project were 
awaiting a meeting with the 
Ministry of Transportation, to 
discuss stormwater manage¬ 
ment issues, and since then 
that meeting was held. 

'Itwent very well," said proj¬ 
ect manager Carlo Guerra to 
council on Monday. 

Steckley's motion to ask for 
a letter of credit came after the 
company requested a four- 
month extension to complete 
its site plan. 

Council voted in favour of 
allowing that extension on 
Monday and Steckley with¬ 
drew his recommendation. 

Director of community and 
development services Rick 
Brady, said he is confident the 
local business can be ready to 
go with its site plan in four 
months. 

"I can see no reason why 
there wouldn't be a site plan in 
place by Apr. 30," said Brady. 
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Police 
probing 
fire on 
Jarvis 

Fire and police officials 
are investigating the cause 
of a blaze at an unoccupied 
building under renovations 
in Fort Erie Sunday. 

The fire department was 
called around 5:30 p.m. 
after people reported hear¬ 
ing an explosion and see¬ 
ing smoke coming from the 
rear of the building at 86 
Jarvis St. 

“There were flames com¬ 
ing out the window when 
we arrived,” said Fort Erie 
Fire Chief Larry Coplen. 

He said a propane tank 
inside the building explod¬ 
ed. He advised residents to 
not store propane tanks 
inside buildings “for obvi¬ 
ous safety reasons.” 

There were no injuries in 
the blaze, which took fire¬ 
fighters about one hour to 
contain. 

The fire caused extensive 
damage to the rear of the 
building, which has com¬ 
mercial space on the 
ground floor and several 
apartments on the second 

Niagara Regional Police 
Detectives and the Office of 
the Fire Marshall are now 
conducting a criminal 
investigation into the cause 
of the fire which caused 
damage of approximately 
$125,000.00. 

Investigators are asking 
that anyone with informa¬ 
tion regarding this incident 
is encouraged to contact 
the police.

Community needs and wants a public aquatic facility 


Dear Editor, 

When the prospect of clos¬ 
ing the Kinsmen Pool was 
first raised nearly 6 years 
ago, Jessica Kompf, a 
Stevensville teenager, start¬ 
ed a petition and collected 
signatures in support of the 
pool from people across the 
entire community. Armed 
with this support, she 
approached council and the 
Kinsmen Pool Committee 
was formed to ascertain 
public support, prepare a 
plan, and report back. I 
approached Stephen Passero 
to chair the committee. He 
said yes, on one condition; 
that I find at least 15 people 
who would sit on the com¬ 
mittee, who shared a pas¬ 
sion and enthusiasm for a 
public pool, and who weren’t 
afraid to get their hands dirty 


I went back to him with a list 
of 22 names, and we all met 
the following week to get 
down to business. 

Our first order of business 
was showing public support 
and determining what the 
public desire was. We circu¬ 
lated 1,500 surveys to res¬ 
taurants and stores across 
town, and community 
events. More than 900 were 
completed and when we 
compiled the results it 
showed that less than 1% of 
respondents said close the 
pool and do nothing, 4% 
said close the pool and 
replace it with a splash pad, 
41% replace the pool, and 
54% replace the pool and 
include a splash pad com¬ 
ponent. 

We asked that all respon¬ 


dents include their postal 
code so we could have an 
idea of where the majority of 
support was from. We were 
thrilled to learn that it was 
equal amongst all areas of 
the community. So we 
pressed on. Calling it the 
‘Pool Together Campaign! 
we had a series of four Fort 
Erie’s Largest Book Sales, 
and three Dash n’ Splash 5k 
Races; the outpouring of 
support from the communi¬ 
ty and businesses was at 
times overwhelming, and 
confirmed our notion that 
the community supported a 
public pool. Having con¬ 
firmed we were on the right 
track, we accepted the staff 
recommendation that a con¬ 
sultant be hired to research 
and present the findings to 
council, compare us with 

do a more scientific analysis 
than our little blue surveys. 

We approached council 
and offered $10,000 of our 
fundraised dollars to be put 
towards that feasibility study 
to discuss community 
demand, potential designs, 
and next steps for an aquatic 
facility. The town hired an 
independent 3rd party con¬ 
sultant, and the study find¬ 
ings were presented to coun¬ 
cil before last year's budget. 
It confirmed what we had 
been saying. The commu¬ 
nity of Greater Fort Erie 
needed, wanted, and sup¬ 
ported a new public aquatic 
facility. The price tag of such 
a facility was more than 
could be raised through 
book sales and 5k races, so 
we approached council with 
a partnership. Start setting 


aside some of the funds, and 
the committee would lever¬ 
age these funds into grants 
and corporate donations - 
we even had an expert in 
fundraising tell council that 
the municipal contribution 
had to be made first or any 
other fundraising efforts 
wouldbeinvein. Councillors 
Shular, Passero, and Mayor 
Martin supported our posi¬ 
tion, while the others offered 
‘wisdom’ such as "raise a 
million dollars on your own 
and then come back and see 
us” "there are no grants 
available right now so there 
is no point in setting any 
money aside” "most people 
have backyard pools so I 
don’t see the necessity’! and 
“I can’t see spending that 
much money for a facility to 
serve only one part of town" 
Obviously the councillor 
who made the last comment 
didn’t remember our sur¬ 
veys showing widespread 
public support from all 

There have been at least 3 
provincial/federal grant pro¬ 
grams that we are aware of 
in the past 4 years, the most 
recent just a few months ago, 
and yet with no municipal 
contribution set aside we are 
ineligible to apply. Port 
Colbome, Thorold, and St. 
Catharines have all built new 
aquatic facilities in the past 
3 years, and they have resi¬ 
dents with backyard pools - 
imagine that. The councillor 
who thinks that a committee 
can raise $1,000,000 with no 
municipal support and no 
commitment of the facility 
being constructed is out to 


Our committee came for¬ 
ward last year and endorsed 
the staff recommendation of 
a long term plan to build a 
public aquatic facility to 
serve all of Greater Fort Erie. 
Council would commit to 
raising taxes to replenish the 
facilities reserve fund for the 
money it spent on the light¬ 
house, and that tax money 
in subsequent years would 
be allocated towards the 
pool to start setting aside a 
municipal contribution so 
the committee could do our 
fundraising and grant 
requests. Sounded like a 
great plan. The problem is 
that by a 4-3 vote council 
decided not to replenish 
those funds as they had 


committed to do when they 
spent it 6 months earlier. 
This means that not a single 
dollar has been set aside to 
date and makes it impossi¬ 
ble for our committee to 
continue. We simply cannot 
continue to ask volunteers, 
businesses, and organiza¬ 
tions to contribute their time 
and talent to a cause which 
doesn’t have the support of 
the majority of councillors. 
Hopefully the next election 
will bring some more people 
to the table who view this as 
a priority. 

That original petition, over 
a thousand surveys, and the 
clear results of $40,000 dol¬ 
lars of studies and commu¬ 
nity consultation tell us this 


is a worthwhile and needed 
facility. Should we receive 
the support of the majority 
of council, the fundraising 
committee is determined to 
raise the remaining funds 
for, and build an aquatic 
facility that will serve this 
community. In the mean¬ 
time, if you are the council¬ 
lor who said most people 
have backyard pools, maybe 
you can invite the rest of us

Barrett began her position 
straight out of school as a 
caseworker. Six years later 
her role with Big Brothers 
Big Sisters grew and she 
became the executive direc- 

"Tve had an array of expe¬ 
rience here. Some of my 
fondest memories are the 
clients, children and families 
I’ve met. I’ve built a lot of 
really great relationships and 
enjoyed being a part of it,” 
she said. 

Another good memory for 
her is the annual Bowl for 
Kids Sake, which is a fund¬ 
raiser for the program. This 


year it will be Feb. 23 to 
March 2 at Carroll’s Bowling 
Lanes in Fort Erie. 

“It’s not too early to think 
of your team and register for 
the event," said Darlene 
Hazlett. 

Barrett said one of the big¬ 
gest changes in the recent 
years was the growth of the 
program, which jumped for 
35 kids to 200.

Closs’s family has roots 
and connections within Fort 
Erie and Hazlett said Closs 
has the ability to see the 
gems in Fort Erie.

ue to reach out to our 
Canadian fans to include 
them in all that we do," said 
Owen. 

The Buffalo and Fort Erie 
Public Bridge Authority 
(PBA)'s director of commu¬ 
nications Matt Davison said 
when the Bills are at home, 
Canadians crossing at the 
Peace Bridge usually equates 
to about 20 per cent of the 
entire traffic volume in one 
day. About 2,000 vehicles 
cross the bridge for the pur¬ 
pose of attending a game. 

He also said that about 60 
to 90 bus trips head through 
Fort Erie on their way to Bills

Parkes has three goals and 
three assists in 18 games 
and one of the times he was 
able to find the back of the 
net, his team was short- 
handed. 

Although it's always nice 
to see your name on the 
score sheet, he says his style 
of play doesn't label him as 
the type that racks up a lot of 
points. It's about winning 
battles in the comers and 
keeping the puck in the 
offensive zone.
